Death last Saturday removed 
the strongest political figure in 
Montgomery County's history. 

Had his illness of the last few 
years, which caused his retirement 
as county Republican leader, not 
prevented it, it would have been 
of absorbing interest to have known 
the views of Charles Johnson in 
particular on the Supreme Court 
issue. 

For here was a man who did not 
ascend to power until he was fifty 
and then, twenty-eight years later, 
climaxed his career when his or- 
ganization turned in a 32,000 ma- 
jority for Herbert Hoover in 1932 
during the first Roosevelt land- 
slide. 

Had anyone suggested to "Char- 
ley" at 70 that he was too old to 
continue on the job, the one with 
such temerity probably would have 
been thrown bodily out of John- 
son's office and by Johnson. 

In fact he displayed his great- 
est knowledge, strength and wis- 
dom between the ages of 70 and 78. 

The conclusion to be drawn from 
the record of this one ''old man" 
and also from the careers of "nine 
old men" is that one's prime of life 
and service depends to a large ex- 
tent on the individual.

Brumbaugh. He resigned to help the 
late Senator Penrose in his fight with 
the Vare organization for control of 
the Republican party. 

In 1921, Johnson returned to Capi- 
tol Hill as Deputy Auditor General, 
a post from which he resigned after 
six years to accept the appointment of 
Secretary of the Commonwealth under 
Governor Fisher. 

He later became first Secretary of 
Revenue, an office created by the 1927 
Legislature. Under Johnson, all col- 
lections of State taxes and fees were 
unified for the first time in the State's 
history. He resigned at the end of 
Governor Fisher's term. 

For almost thirty years, Johnson 
was the recognized Republican leader 
of Montgomery County. 

He was for many years a member 
of the Republican National Commit- 
tee and a delegate to the Republican 
conventions which nominated Presi- 
dents Taft, Harding and Coolidgc. 
When he retired in 1934, he was sec- 
retary of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. 

He is survived by his daughter, 
Mrs. Stanley Drake, with whom he 
made his home, and a stepsister, Miss 
Idella Johnson, of Norristown.
